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Now It's All Up to Chiang Kai-shek 


For many months there has been in- 
creasing evidence that all was not well in 
China. Seething internal dissension has 
aggravated conditions already dangerous- 
ly near the breaking point after a decade 
of warfare against a superior foe; nor has 
the situation been mitigated by a war-born 
inflation which borders close on economic 
chaos. 


The recall of beloved Vinegar Joe Stil- 
well, who has done a masterful job of 
delaying—with few men and less supplies 
—the Japanese march on the Asiatic main- 
land, serves to blow the lid off a situation 
which, but for the State Department’s 
hopeless efforts to maintain diplomatic 
relations, would have long since been ex- 


posed. 


That Stilwell has been recalled, it can- 
not be too frequently reiterated, stems not 
from any American dissatisfaction with 
the magnificent job he has done in delay- 
ing the progress of Jap conquests in 
Burma until resurgent American power 
could make the long island-hopping trek 
across the vast reaches of the Pacific. 


That he was unable to get along with 
Chiang Kai-shek is no surprise to those 
who know the background and major con- 
cerns of the two. The latter, constantly 
losing face and authority at home, has 
spent more and more of his time and 
resources endeavoring to bolster his falter- 


ing central government. Fe has apparent- 
ly taken the position that, with a few bases 
along the Chinese mainland, Am€rican sea 
and air power would be able to force a 
quick peace with Japan. 


And, indeed, the truth of the matter 
seems to be that, since our successful land- 
ings in the Philippines and the more recent 
decimation of the Japanese fleet, there is 
no pressing reason for an all-out campaign 
eastward across the Chinese mainland. 


Undeniably China is of less strategic” 


importance to our victory hopes today than 
it was a month ago. 


Meanwhile, there is nothing further to 
be gained by endeavoring to minimize in- 
ternal strife in China or to placate the 
Kai-shek government by taking the posi- 
tion that it has dealt either fairly or astute- 
ly with other political elements in the pic- 
ture. 


One thing is clear: The future of China 
is, by his own wishes, Chiang Kai-shek’s 
responsibility. If he does not have the will 
and the foresight to form a strong coalition 
government and reorganize the Chinese 
army so that it may play a part in the 
war commensurate with China’s stake in 
the victory, then the United Nations will 
be forced to rearrange their plans to con- 
template three—rather than four—great 
world powers in the postwar era.

There Is 
No Going Back 


This really is not a political piece. . Yet it has 
in it the essence of the present political race and, 
r I think and believe, something of the future. 

It is impossible not to balance the achievements of science and 
technology on the books of human society. That sounds a little 
fancy. All I mean to say is that finally, and without exception, 
whatever we produce in our scientific laboratories and in indus- 
trial research, and whatever we produce with the machines which 


grow out of research, must be related in one degree or another to 
o 


people. 

Now, technology, the amazing application of the great things 
that come out of patient research and genius to production, pro- 
duces startling changes, multiplies problems, creates dilemmas. 

Change works upon us all the time. War accelerates the speed 
with which we produce new developments in technology. A great 
cotton mill can go along with few people at work. Great buildings, 
in which are machines which produce enough electricity to light 
and power a city, whir on with a few attendants in charge. New 
alloys, new metals, new uses—all of them and each of them have 
an impact on people. The steam engine produced a revolution in 
our lives. The cotton gin, the gasoline engine, the Diesel, the air- 
plane—all these things have an inescapable affect and effect on 
people. 

Sometimes we try to pretend they don't. 
they didn’t. But they do. Technology often produces some new 
change so swiftly we are not at all prepared for it. 

We hear a lot about Jefferson. He 


Jeffersonian America was a great man. What was his 


America? It was a small nation of 13 states and 10,000,000 people, 
about as many as live in Greater New York City today. 

It was more than 90 per cent rural. There were just two re- 
gions in that new country, north and south, regions of simple living 
and hard work. There were only a few occupations, agriculture, 
a little mining, some fishing, trapping, hunting. What fortunes 
there were were small and individually owned. It was a nation of 
large families. Women worked at home. Resources were untapped, 
there were few roads, it was a nation of manpower and horse- 
power, and of simple, democratic ideals. 

We have come swiftly. We are a nation of 48 states and numer- 
ous possessions; a nation of six or eight great regions, a great 
mixture of people; a nation where, in peacetime, 50,000,000 per- 
sons worked in more than 600 different occupations; a nation of 
small families, of good roads, fast transportation, a nation of motor 
power, of great fortunes invested in many ventures; a nation where 
millions of women work at jobs. 


Now I come to the PAC, the Political Action 
Rural-Urban Committee? What is it? It is. a committee 
formed by a labor union to act as a pressure group in politics, 
There are many other groups. 

There is talk that it ought to be stamped out, that its power, 
not yet demonstrated, must be “broken.” Well, maybe it will be, 
I don’t know. All I do know is, that if it is stamped out, which 
I do not think it will be, something else will arise. 

Why? Because something else has been happening to us. We 
are today an urban nation. Despite our great prairies, fields and 
farms, most of the people of this country live in cities. There are, 
in round numbers, more than 100 metropolitan centers, each with 
more than 100,000 population. The war has stepped up that trend. 

More: than three-fourths of all the people who work in this 
country were employed, before war came, in manufacturing, me- 
chanical, distributive, and social service jobs. Social service jobs 
are in restaurants, theaters, drugstores, hotels, newspapers, and so 
on. Not more than one-fifth of all those with jobs in the postwar 
period were in the original primary occupations df farming, mining, 
lumbering, fishing, trapping. 

We are a nation of cities. It has happened so swiftly that most 
of us in cities, with farm backgrounds, cannot realize this has 
happened. Yet as late as 1880, which is not so long ago, there 
were only 14,000,000 persons living in incorporated places of over 
2,500. 

The number of such cities rose from 1,099 in 1880 to 3,165 in 
1930. This present war will increase populations of all cities. Not 
much of it is going back to the land as long as industry in cities 
can supply jobs. 

So, we have great concentration of our population in our cities. 
It ‘is ridiculous to believe that it: will not always be a political 
force. I am not arguing in this piece. It is not a question of 
whether we like it or not. What is important is that it is a fact. 
So, in all this tide of wishful thinking and shouting about the 
political power of the cities, let us not forget that it is there be- 
cause of our technological progress and the great job demand of 
our manufacturing, mechanical and social service institutions. 

Let’s put it this way—you never get the dog without the fleas. 

All I wish is we'd realize that the PAC, or something else*like 
it, is here to stay in our politics, and it is a political force which 
can be. used and directed toward the future if we but have the 
patience and the will to do it.

I think it is necessary and part of 
the education a good reader acquires, practically unconsciously, 
from the books he absorbs. 

An old friend of mine, the late Young E. Allison, of Louisvillé, 
wrote a booklet he called “The Delicious Vice.” That “vice” of 
which he wrote is novel-reading. 

He described, in one part of his book, the reaction of the boy 
reading Robinson Crusoe for the first time, especially that place 
where Robinson first sees a human footprint on the island he had 
believed uninhabited. Allison told how the boy,Shumped over the 
book, one hand playing with the bit of string he had subconsciously 
taken from his pocket, breath coming quickly, hunches into position 
even more deletorious to his vision. 

That is the moment, wrote Allison, when you can recognize the 
born novel reader. Because the boy has, for the first time, come 
face to face with realism in the printed word.

, oy in “an election preview published in the current 

— . the United States News, which concedes the President’s 
re-election. 


By way of background, it should be explained that the United 
States News, a weekly magazine devoted to the interpreting of 
government events, is published by David Lawrence, the syndicated 
eolumnists whose writings, more often than not, have been critical 
of the administration. 


The News sent out some of its best staff men for a factual survey 
of the nation. They were ordered to report the facts as regards 
the political situation. What they found leaves little doubt as to 
the fourth term. 


The survey was devoted largely to the nine big cities of the 
country where the vote will determine the outcome in nine states 
with a total of 222 electoral votes. These cities are New York, 
Philadelphia, Chicago, Los Angeles, Cleveland, Detroit, Boston, 
St. Louis and Milwaukee. 

Here is what the News found: 


New York: Even if the election should be otherwise close, the 
prediction was made that “soldier-sailor ballots, as a deciding factor, 
may give the state to Mr, Roosevelt by a narrow margin.” 

_Pennsylvania: “... all things considered, Mr, Dewey has a fight 
on his hands if he is to take the state.” 

Illinois: “In a close contest, observers on the spot see the service 
vote and the Cook county (Chicago) registration as indicating diffi- 
culties for Mr. Dewey.”

Now, the significance of the report on these nine key states is, 
as pointed out by the magazine, that the President is conceded 18 
southern, border and western states with a total of 179 electoral 
votes. In other words he needs only 87 more to win. And the 
we is favorable to him in New York, Illinois, Michigan, Penn- 
sylvania, Ohio, Missouri and California. 

To put it another way, the only one of the nine states where 
it is unfavorable to him is Wisconsin. 

The News sums up its preview with this statement: 


“So, on a basis of the trends revealed in this study, it becomes 
obvious that Mr. Dewey faces a difficult situation as he turns into 
the final days of his campaign. .. .” 

That confirms the betting odds as posted in New York, St. Louis 
and San Francisco. It is in conformity with most of the publie 
sentiment polls and the predictions of trained political observers. 
The President himself feels the same way about it. Some of the 
newspapermen who have accompanied Gov. Dewey on his various 
trips say that he, too, has become convinced that he cannot win. 


All of which would tend to make it practically unanimous now, 
_—_ R few days before the election, t the fourth term is in 
the bag. : 

It only- remains to be seen what the size of the President’s 
majority may be. Most of the estimates are on the conservative 
side. But there is a- growing feeling at Democratic national head- 
quarters that it will surprise a lot of people. Some of the Presi- 
dent’s top-ranking managers believe it will equal or even exceed 
his 1940 mark. 

And it could easily be this way, particularly if the great mass 
of indepentent thinkers reached the conclusion that the President's 
election is inevitable. That might be responsible for a last-minute 
upsurge in his favor on the grounds that, regardless of party differ- 
ences, it is best for the country to show some semblance of unity 
by making his election overwhelming.

FDR Asks 
Skies Be Made 
Free for All 


CHICAGO, Nov. 1.—(#)—Pres- 
ident Roosevelt called today for 
action to make the air a world 
ocean of peaceful commerce and 
backed his plea with a strong im- 
plication that the United States 
would supply aircraft for all when 
they are freed from war traffic. 

In a message of welcome re: i 
at the opening session of the Inter- 
nztional Civil Air conference, Mr. 
Roosevelt said: 

“I hope you will not dally with 
the of creating great 
blocks of closed. aif, thereby trac- 
ing in the sky the conditions of 
possible future wars. I know you 
will see to it that the air which 
God gave to everyone shall not 
become the means of domination 
over anyone.” 

With the defeat of one of the 
Axis countries, he said, transport 
aircraft be released “in 
numbers sufficient to make a be- 


ginning. 

“When both enemies have been 
defeated, they should be available 
in quantity. Every country has 
airports and trained pilots; and 
practically every country knows 
how to organize airlines. 

“It would be a reflection on 
the common sense of nations if 
they were not able to make ar- 
rangements, at least on a provi- 


sional basis, making possible the 
opening of much needed air 
routes.” 

The significance of this lies in 
the fact that no other country is 
building airplanes capable of 
world commercial traffic. The 
United States has been supplying 
transports for military routes for 
all the United Nations. 


Jobs for All 
America’s Right, 


Declares George 


VALDOSTA, Ga., Nov. 1.—(#)— 
Providing jobs “for all who want 


.}and need them,” said Sen. George, 


Democrat, Georgia, in an address 
here today, “is a necessary ad- 
junct to the kind of prosperity 
that the United States has a right 
to expect.” 

The “big job today,” he de- 
clared, “is the winning of the 
war,” and the nation must be pre- 
pared to submit to a continuation 
of unwanted restrictions and reg- 
ulations until such time as the 
war is won and the problems of 
the postwar period at least are 
partly solved. 

Prosperity after the close of the 
war will come “only if the big 
four (United States, Russia, Great 
Britain and China) will determine 
to work together in writing and 
maintaining a just and lasting 
peace,” he said.

George declared, “We are 
fooling ourselves if we think we 
can maintain in the postwar world 
the production record that has 
been maintained during wartime. 
But we must strive in every prop- 
er way to keep our production 
level at its top capacity and then 
work out ways and means by 
which this production may be dis- 
tributed at home and abroad on a 
profitable basis.”

milk probably is due to the price 
of milk in relation to the family 
income, and to the fact that many 
adults still think milk is not real- 
ly necessary for children after 


they once get out. of the baby 
stage. While it is true that milk 
probably is not as vital to a child 
as it is to an infant, because an 
older child has a more varied diet, 
still milk does have a definite ef- 
fect upon the height, weight and 
general development of children 
all through the school years, high 
school included. 


Milk is one of the most valuable 
sources of calcium which is the 
principal tooth and bone-building 
element. Fresh milk, canned milk, 
dried milk and whole cheeses may 
be counted as “milk” in calculat- 
ing the child or adult’s quota. And 
milk used in. making ice cream, 
custards, puddings, eaten over 
cereals, and in milk drinks may, 
of course, be counted in estimat- 
ing the quart a day deemed neces- 
sary. One word of caution: many 
studies have proved it is highly 
desirable for a child to drink some 


‘of his milk plain, for the reason 


that if it all has to be gotten 
through other foods he probably 
won't get enough. A child’s needs 
for certain building materials is 
large in comparison with his ca- 
pacity for food, therefore certain 
foods such as milk which furnish- 
es the very valuable calcium, 
should be taken in concentrated 
form that is, as is. 


The after-school snack, when 
youngsters are ravenous, express- 
ed by them as: “I’m starved, moth- 
er,” offers excellent opportunity 
for a glass of milk which will 
gladly be taken along with some 
old-afassioned molasses cookies,

COOKIES 
cups sifted enriched flour 
1-2 teaspoons soda 
1-2 teaspoons salt 
cup shortening 
cup sugar 
cup molasses 
eggs, beaten 
tablespoon vinegar 
teaspoons grated orange rind 


Sift flour, measure, add soda 
and salt and sift again. Cream 
shortening and sugar together un- 
til light and fluffy. Add mo- 
lasses and eggs. Add _ vinegar. 
Mix well. Add flour and orange 
rind to creamed mixture and mix 
until smooth. Chill dough. Roll 
out to 1-4 inch thickness, cut with 
floured cutter and bake on un- 
greased baking sheet in moderate 
oven, 375 degrees, 10 to 13 min- 
utes. These may be dropped by 
teaspoonfuls on ungreased baking 
sheet without chilling dough. This 
gives a softer, more chewy 
cookie. Makes about 6 dozen 
3-inch cookies,
